PROTECT PANDERS 


Athdavits Aceuse Coe and 
Duffy of Twenty - second 
Street; Chief Promptly 
Shifts Them.

Charges that policemen of the Twenty- 
second street station have taken money from 
and protected Maurice Van Bever, comviat- 
ed head of the Chicago-St. Louis syndicate of 
panders, are made in affidavits which have 
been brought to the attention of Chief of Po- 

lice Steward. 

As the direct result the chief yesterday 
caused the transfer.of Patrolmen James P. 
Goe and James W. Duffy and instituted an 
investigation which may result in the men 
being cited before the trial board. In the 
same connection the conduct of other police- 
men is being looked into. The men trans- 
ferred say they allowed Van Bever to cash 
their pay checks for them. Coe has been 
assigned tothe Fiftieth street station for duty 
and Duffy to Grand Crossing. — 

The connection of the policemen with Van 
Bever, the resort keeper, as shown by affi- 
Gavite and « letter written to a Van Bever 
agent i Ot. Louis, easne out ie the campaign 
against which is being conducted 
by Attorney Clifford G. Roe. 

According to sworn statements made by 
Mike Hart, a former agent of the pandering 
eyndicate, and Robert Paranteau, former m- 
vestigator for the Chi 
league, Coe and Duffy protected Van Bever 
in the pandering campaign.

This letter was introduced fn court by At- 
torney Roe and furnishes the connecting link 
between the affidavits of Peranteau and 
Hart. The letter formed a part of the evi- 
dence which led te the conviction of Van 
Bever and his wife on the charge of pander- 
ing. Prior to their Mike and 
Mollie Hart were convicted on a similar 
ch and four other persons who belonged 
to the syndicate have been found gullty. 
Sarah Joseph testified at the Van: Bever trial! 
that Hart had induced her to leave St. Louis 
and enter the Van Bever resort. 

The first intimation that the Van Bevers 
were bringing girls from st. Louls came to 
the United States district attorney's office 
last July in the form of an anonymous let- 
ter, which accused Hart. The letter was 
sent to State's Attorney Wayman and later 
turned over to the Chicago Law and Order 
league for investigation. Mr. Paranteau, 
then an investigator for the league, was 
sent out on the case. . 


Paranteau Affidavit Tells Story. 

Hig story is told in his affidavit, of which 
the following is a copy: 

“ State of Ines, County of Cook, ms. 

“ Personally appeared be me, the un- 
dersigned duthority, a notary public in and 
for the sald county of Cook, tn the state of 
Illinois, at my office in Chicago, in the said 
county and state, Robert Paranteau, who, 
being by me frst duly sworn, on oath said:

Law and Order 
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Indiana Marshal Will Go North to In- 
vestigate Strange Report.” 


Mrs. Belle Gunuess, wholesale murderess, 
has been “ found „ again—this time in Min- 
nesota. 

The woman whose bones were believed to 
have been discovered in the ashes of her 
house on the murder farm near Laporte, 
Ind., is working as a housekeeper for a 
tarmer in the immediate vicinity of Willmar, 
Minn., according to the enthusiastic belief 
expressed in a telegram received yesterday 
by Marshal Clinton Cochrane of Laporte. 

The “ discoverer’ wae the brother of the 
waman's employer, Samuel Kirby, of Man- 
kato, Minn., who for the last month has 
enacted the role of amateur detective. 

For a week Kirby has been in communice- 
tion ‘with Cochrane, who received various 
eloquent messages telling of the imminent 


‘peril Kirby was braving in order to get to 


the bottom of the mystery.” 

After the marshall had sent a photograph 
of Mrs. Gunness to Kirby a telegram wes 
delivered to Cochrane, saying: 

„This ig the woman. Come at once. I will 
pay expenses.“ 

It was signed by Kirby. The round trip 
transportation to the Minnesota town is 
about $46. The reward for the capture of 
Mrs. Gunness would aggregate several thou- 
sand dollars. 

Sheriff at Willmar Skeptical, 

Telegrams were sent immediately to the 
sheriff at Wilimar and an investigation be- 
gun. It was found that Gus Kirby, brother 
ef Cochrane’s volunteer informant, adver- 
tised last August in Minneapolis newspapers 
for a housekeeper. A Mre, Casey of Min- 
neapolis answered the advertisement, and 
upon going to Willmar obtained the position. 
She explained that she was in unfortunate 
circumstances at the time, but thet she once 
had been a beauty doctor in Chicago.“ 

This was the woman whose picture the 
sheriff at Willmar examined, and after care- 
ful comparison with that of the Indiana mur- 
Aeress expressed the emphatic opinion that 
the beauty doctor was not Mrs. Gunness. 

At the time of the shériff’s visit to the 
Kirby farm “Mrs. Casey” was absent, 
having left Friday to visit a friend several 
miles distant. She was expected to return 
during the evening, however, and it was 
the intention of the sheriff to keep her under 
eurveiliance until the arrtval of Cochrane 
from Laporte. :

I have to advise you that I cannot 
undertake to issue any order or make 
any ruling in the matter, as requested, 
because of the embarrassment which 
would result from the fact that I was, 
while not holding any official position, 
called upon to advise in the matter. 

The case, however, hae been looked 
into carefully, and I wish to sey that, in 
view of ali the facts now disclosed, I 
would, if I were ruling upon the matter,

| Leaders Plan to Increase Mem- 


bership of. Rules Committee. 


PLAN WILL BE DELAYED. 


Chang: Is Made.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.— [Special. 
As a sop to publie sentiment the Republican 
leaders will enlarge the committee on rules 
of the house of representatives. This action 
may not be taken until later in the session. 
Thax it will be done, howeyer, there seems to 
be no qiiestion. i 
The situation in congress is so delicate that 

the president and the leaders fear to take 
action which might precipitate worse com- 
plications. N 

So far as the president is concerned, his 
controlling idea is to seceure the enactment 
of the legislative program which he has ad- 
vocated. He also is actuated by the desire 
to have congress give the country proof of 
the purpose of the Republican party to exe- 
cute the legislative pledges made to the peo- 
pie during the last campaign. 

The leaders in congrese realize the wisdom 
of the president's views. With the exception 
of Speaker Cannon they want to conciliate 
the insurgents to the extent of getting their 
votes. 

But can they afford to offend the speaker 
and the friends upon whom he can call by 
humiliating him further? 


Cannon te Fight Change. 

Any change in the organig£ation of the com- 
mittee on rules would be regarded by Cannoh 
as a direct blow at his power and Would be re- 
sented, perhaps, in the way of hampering the 
carrying out of the president's policies 80 
it has been decided that at this juncture it 
would not be the part of sdom to hold a 
caucus of the Republicans of the house to 
consider reorganization of the rules commit- 
tee. Accompanying this decision, however, 
‘s an understanding that after the president's 
legislative program is at least well under 
way this important mater will be taken 
up and disposed of. Such action, it is be- 
Heved, will have an important effect upon 
voters in the congressional campaign. 

The foregoing sets forth the results of the 
conferences which have been in progress be- 
tween the leaders in the senate and house 
and the president during the last few days. 
These conferences have not been attended 
with that harmony of expression which is 
supposed to prevail when Republicans get 
together. 

The speaker is fighting tooth and najl. He 
resents the weakening of the men whom he 
has \consistently supported. He has at- 
tacked them viciously, and in some cases 
has strengthened their belief that the time 
has come for action. He is a firm champion 
of the Reed rules, and holds that any change 
would be injurious to party rule. 


Questions to Be Acted On. 

The propositions which must be considered 
and acted upon before long are the following: 

Shall the committee on.rules be enlarged 
from five to nine or to a greater number? 

What representation shall be given to the 
minority in the house? 

Shall the committee be appointed by the 
speaker or elected by the house? 

Shall the speaker hereafter be a member of 
the committee? 

This committee is the most important body 
in the house. All proposed action touching 
the rules, joint rules, and order of business 
must first be referred to and considered by it. 
Only one avenue is provided for its defeat, 
and that is through one motion for adjourn- 
ment. If thie fail, then the resolution must 
be voted upon. 

The power of this committee has been used 
in attempts to force through grabs, like those 
which have reappeared year after year for 
ship subsidy. It may be utilized to jam 
through legislation inimical to public inter- 
ests. It has elements for good in facilitating 
the dispatch of public business. It has ele- 
ments for evil in that it is an instrument ca- 
pable of being used viciously. 


Present Members of Committee. 

The committee on rules at present consists 
of five members. They are: 

Republicans—The speaker, chairman, John 
Dalsell of Pennsylvania, Walter I. mh of 
Iowa. 

Democrats—Champ Clark of Missouri and 
John J. Fitzgerald of New York. 

The majority controls in this committee. 
Thus three members determine the policy of 
the house. But as two of these owe their ap- 
pointment to the speaker, they naturally feel 
it incumbent upon them to bow to the speak- 
er’s will. 

And as the chairmen of the various com- 
mittees, sixty-two in number, owe their ap- 
pointments to the speaker, and as they can- 
not afford to have their reports turned down 
upon the floor of the house, they feel in duty 
bound compelled to support the com mittee on 
rules. Thus legislation is controlled. Many 
of the members are mere wooden images, 
who, in order to secure any recognition at all, 
find it necessary to do as their leaders direct. 


Critics’ View of Committee. 

When the existing rules were adopted one 
critic described the consequences in these 
words: 

„% The entire business of the house is to be, 
in the first place, under the control of, the 
committees, and then it is to be absolutely 
under the ccntrol of the speaker of the house 
as an autocrat who may determine by his 
own will what chairman of a committee he 
will recognize or what measure he will al- 
low to come before the house for considera- 
tion or action.” 

If a larger committee on rules be appointed 
the speaker probably will be able to exercise 
practically as much influence as he wields 
today. If a larger committee be elected he 
will have nothing to do with their selection, 
and consequently his power will be clipped. 

President Taft has not indicated what he 
thinks the house should do other than to act 
upon his legislative program. He has ex- 
pressed the view, however that if he were a 
member of the house he would favor an en- 
larged committee. 


TELL SECRET ‘OF MAIL Loss. 


Government Gets All Long Hauls, Wit- 
nesses Declare to Committee 


of Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—That the gov- 
ernment is handling long hauls of mail at 
a low rate, and consequently at little or no 
profit, or at an actual loss, while the express 
companies and the railroads are making the 
short hauls and reaping good financial re- 
sults, was the general consensus of opinion 
given today at the inquiry into second class 
mail rates by the house committee on post- 
offices and post roads. 

The government charges 1 cent a pound for 
second class matter without regard for the 
length of haul. Testimeny was given to the 
effect that railroad and express companies 
do not compete with the postoffice depart- 
‘ment on coast to coast business and similar 
long hauls, but slightly underbid the govern- 
ment rate on the shorter and more profitable 
budiness. a

Would Revise Retirement Rul 


and Distribute Troops 
to Cities. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—[(Special.}— 
President Taft will bend a special message to 
congress in the next few days advocating 
measures for bringing about greater effi- 
ciency in the land and naval forces of the 
United States. 

These measures have been considered with 
the utmost care by experts of the two serv- 
ices, and, if enacted into law, they promise 
to provide the nation with tore effective 
means of defense than it now possesses. 

There has been ea crying need for some 
years for a reform of the personnel of the 
army and navy, In the army, according to 
the president, there is imperative, necessity 
for a bill providing a method by which the 
merits of officers shal] have some effect upon 
their promotion and by which the advance- 
ment of all may be accelerated by the effect- 
ive elimination of a definite proportion of the 
least efficient. This plan has been in opera- 
tion in the navy since 1800 and it has worked 
with distinct advantage to the service and 
the country. 


Would Eiiminate Incompetents. 

There are in every army-and, according 
to the president, certainly in ours—ea number 
of officers who do not violate their duty m 
any such way as to give a reason for e, 
martial or dismissal, ut who do not & 
such aptitude and skill and character for 
high command as to justify their remaining 
in the active service to be promoted. 

The president proposes that officers of the 
army compulsorily retired shall receive a cer- 
tain proportion of their pay, increasing with 
their length of service at the time of retire- 
ment. 

If the plan Mr. Taft will recommend is en- 
acted by congress, officers will reach the 
grade of captain at 84 years of age, of major 
at 44 instead of 561 or more, as at present; 
of lieutenant colonel at 50 instead of 57, and 
of colonel at 54 instead of 50. 

The net result in the cost of the military 
establishment by the adoption of such a plan 
would be about $1,000,000 annually. Mr. Taft 
has said the bill will correct two evils which 
exist among the officers of the army—the 
evil of superannuation and the evil of the 
presence of inefficient members. 


Revision of Organization. 


It also is the purpose of the president to 
recommend a revision of the laws regulating 
the organization of our armed forces in the 
event of war, so as to produce a force which 
will be more consistently apportioned 
throughout its numerous branches. This 
will mean an increase in the number of offi- 
cers—an increase which ts needed for the 
best interests of the service. 

The war department also ite anxious for 
authority to distribute the army throughout 
the country. It believes the foroes should 
be so located as to permit of their being 
maintained and administered in the most 
economical fashion; that they should be 
stationed im positions from which they can 
be moved most expeditiously and econom- 
ically to points of concentration against for- 
eign or domestic enemies, and that they 
should be so distributed as to be of the great- 
est value in educating and training the mil- 
itia and carrying out plans for raising volun- 
teers in case of necessity. : 

In this connection Secretary of War Dick- 
inson made the following observations in his 
recent annual report: . 

„Under the first of the consideratians re- 
ferred to above the natural conclusion would 
be that the troops should be stationed near 
great ecnters of production and supply. 
Under the second, they should be stationed at 
great centers of transportation, and under 
the third they should be distributed in the 
several states in proportion to their popu- 
lation and organized mflitta. 


Cities ab Natural Centers. 


“Pach state has one or more centers of 
supply at which troops could be economically 
maintained. These centers of supply, are, as 
a rulé, centers of transportation, and usualy 
are large and important cities. The propor- 
tion of militia organised in the cities of the 
severa! states is far greater than the propor- 
tion organized in small towns and country 
districts. Hence the three requirements 
economy, possibility-of rapid movement, and 
training of the militia—would al be met in 
the most effective manner ff the troops were 
stationed in or near the principal cities 

The measure for reorganization of the 
navy bases the personnel on the ships. With 
a given number of ships of all claeses it is 
found that for the purpose of manning and 
training in time of peace there will be re- 
quired a certain minimum number of offi- 
cers and men. The ratio is to be 100 men for 
every 2,000 tons of ships of gil classes, and 
five line officers and midshipmen for every 
2.000 tons. * 5 

The present total tonnage is about 1,200,000, 
including all serviceable ships, excluding 
those not fit for war purposes, and including 
those Diilding and authorized. 


Means 60,000 Men in Navy. 


The ratio as above stated would give even- 
tually 60,000 men and 8,000 line officers and 
midshipmen. These figures cannot be 
reached for some time. The bill does not 
authorize these numbers, but fixes them as 
the upper Hmit. For men, the eatimates sub. 
mitted by the secretary of the navy, and 
approved by congress, cannot be exceeded, 
For the next fiscal year the estimated nur. 
ber is 47,500. In succeeding years, if ap. 
proved by congress, the numbers gradually 
can be brought up to the required ratio. 

The line officers and midshtpmen will num- 
ber about 2,400 on July 1 next, instead of the 
8 asr ired. The shortage can be made

to the dealers’ profits they are involved with 
operating expenses that vary largely: but it.

CALLS POSTAL BANK’ MENACE 


American Bankers’ Association 
to ‘Educate’ People for Fight. 


READY TO SPEND $1,000,000. 


West Will Suffer Most from the Law, 
Its Opp nents Allege. 


New York, Jan. 29.—{Special.]—The Ameri- 
can Bankers’ association today told why it is 
willing to spend a vast sum of money ($1,000, - 
000 if necessary) to educate the people 
against the postal savings bank. The asso- 
ciation regards the postal savings as a men- 
ace to the American people. 

The association probably is the most im- 
portant and financially powerful organiza- 
tion of capitalists in the world. It consists of 
the ollicials ot every national, state, and sav- 
ings bank in the United States. The capita/ 
controlled runs into billions of dollars. 

The organization is prepared to go “ the 
umit to defeat the proposed postal savings 
bank bill now before congress, and it de- 
clares, without equivocation, that this oppo- 
sition is absolutely unselffish and without 
prejudice, It says the enactment of the pos- 
tal savings bank law ts not likely to affect the 
deposits in the eastern savings banks, but 
that its tendency will be to Withdraw bank- 


ing capital from the smaller settlements of 
the west. 


Savings of People $10,000,000,000. 
It points out that the aggregate savings 
ot the people of the United States approx- 
imate $10,000,000.000, and if this amount of 
money should be withdraw? from circulation 
it would lead to most disastrous results, the 
west being the principal sufferer. 

So firm is the belief of the American Bank- 
ers’ association that it hat expended between 
820,000 and $25,000 in postage stamps alone 
in circulation throughout the country of 
Mterature bearing on the subject and peti- 
tions in blank addressed to members of con- 

‘gress, which read: 

* Believing that the postal savings bank 
system wo prove detrimental! to the best 
business. interests of this community and of 
the country at large. the undersigned re- 
spectfully urge that you oppose any legisia- 
tion for the establishment of postal savings .

PUBLIC AND PRIVATE-GRAFT 
CENSURED BY JEWISH RABBI. 


Dr. Schanfarber Alludes to Cases of Ne- 


Cann and Healy in Speaking of Cor- 
ruption of Police. 


Business and civic rascality were 
by Rabbi Tobias Schanfarber ye in 
a sermon in K. A. M.temple. Among other 
things he said: 

“Tt is strange that so few of us profit by 
the experiences of others or by our own past 
experiences. Daily the public prints bring 
us new information of defalcations, embez- 
zlements, robberies, and forgeries, and yet 
every day another trap is set in which others 
are ensnared. 

“The swindling grafter in city, state, and 
nation is haled before the courts and pun- 
ished. Yet this seems to have little effect 
upon the men lower down and those higher 
up in our own city hall and they sell them- 
selves to bribery and corruption, muict the 
city government of thousands of dollars, and 
lay down the burdens of their office disgraced . 
and dishonored.

The Rev. Thomas Pope Hodnett, Catholic 
priést, Irish patriot, temperance worker, and 
scholar, died yesterday at the rectory of the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception, of 
| which he was pastor. 

-Father Hodnett was born on Feb. 2, 1845, 
at Glin, County Limerick, Ireland. and, 
nee oar he left there forty-geven years ago, 
never lost allegiance to the land of his birth. 
He Was active in every Movement during the 
last half century for the political, social, or 
economic betterment of Ireland, was an offi- 
eer of Irish-American organizations, anda 
Uberel contributor to all appeals from over 
the sea for money; He Was a near relative 
of the Irish poet. Gerald Griffin. 


Was a Student of Theology. 


The priest has made a name for himeelf 
among churchmen as a student of theology, 
beginning, when, ea a boy of 18, he defended 
his thesis at a concursus of the diocese of 
Kladde, heid at Nenagh; Tipperary, in 1863, 
and won a scholarshtp in the Irish college 


lege three years and then came to Chicago. 

His earlier education was obtained at St. 
Munchin’s college, Limerick; St. Flanan’'s 
college, Ennis; and the College of the Vin- 
centian Fathers in Dublin. He completed his 
theological studies at the seminary of St. 
Mary of the Lake, Chicago, and St. Francis 
seminary, Milwaukee. 

He celebrated his first mass on Oct. 2. 1867. 
at the Church of the Immaculate Coneep- 
tion, Chicago, of which his cousin, Dr. But- 
ler was then pastor, and of which Father 
Hodnett was pastor for the last nine years. 
After his ordination he was successively as- 
sighed to churches at Wetertewn, Potosi, 
Lancaster, and Oconomowoc, all in Wiscon- 
sin, and Lincoln, III. 


Organized St. Malachy’s Parish. 

He was then called by Archbishop Feehan 
to organize the parish of St. Malachy here. 
During his nineteen years’ he built 
the present church, school, and rectory of 
this parish. In 1901 he took charge of the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception. 

Father Hodnett was for many years presi- 
dent of the board of examinérs of the clergy, 
treasurer of the New World, the diocesan 
paper, and had charge of the infirm priests’ 
fund. In company with his lifelong friend, 
the late Archbishop Ketzer of Milwaukee, 
he visited Pope Leo XIII. shortly before the 
latter’s death. At the recent célebration of 
the golden jubllee of Immaculate Conception 
parish, Pope Pius X. cabled his benediction 
to the pastor and his He was a hard 
worker in the cause of temperance and or- 
ganized many total abstinence societies.

DEATH TAKES BISHOP FOSS 


Retired Methodist Prelate Suc- 
cumbs in Philadelphia. 


STRICKEN IN STREET CAR. 


Wen Great Name for H melt in Chureh 
Work in U. S. and Abroad. 


Philadelphia. Pa., Jan. W. — Bishop Cyrus 
D. Foss, retired, of the Methodist Episcopal 
chureh, one of the best known clergymen in 
the country, died at 8:40 o'clock tonight in 
the Hahnemann hospital from a stroke of 
paralysis which he sustained while riding in 

a trolley car Jan. 18. 

Tater. he was. stricken Bishop Foss im- 
proved, but he took a turn for the worse 
early today. All the members of his family 
were at his bedside when the end came. 

Cyrus David Foss was born in Kingston, 
N. T., at the head of the St. Lawrence river, 
Jan. 17, 1834. His father was a Methodist 
minister, and his brother also, both of them 
being noted men in their respettive fields of 
labor. 

Cyrus wes converted when young and en- 
tered the Wesleyan university in 1850, being 
graduated in 1854. Soon afterwards he was 
appointed teacher of mathematice in Amenia 
seminary, becoming principal of the institu- 
tion in 1854. 


University President in 1875. 
The next year he joined the New York con- 


‘ference of the Methodist Episcopal church 


and served important appointments in that 
and in the New York Bast conferenge until 
1875, when he was elected president of Wes- 
leyan university. He was a member of the 
general conferences of 1872, 1876, and 1880. 
In 1878 he went with Will Cumbach of Indi- 
ana to Atlanta as a fraternal delegate to the 
Southern. Methodist general conference, 
where he made a great impression by a 
speech full of brotherly feeling... 

At the general conference of 1880 he was 
nominated for bishop and elected, getting 
254 votes when only 196 were necessary— 
evidence of his popularity in the church. His 
abilities attracted attention early in his min- 
isterial life, and his name had been asso- 
ciated with the episcopacy as far back as 
1872, when he was nominated but refused to 

allow his name to be used.

John T. Keating Points Out Ireland's 
C mmeicial Advantages. 


DR. CRANE 


Points te Last President and Pinchot; 
Praises Insurgents. 


Exercises commemorative of the birth of 
William McKinley, held at the Hamilton 
club yesterday, came mighty near being 
turned into a Roosevelt celebration and an 
insurgent session by the Rev. Dr. Frank 
Crane, the principal! speaker. 

Dr. Crane summed up the three character- 
istic qualities of McKinley as gentleness, 
obedience, and courage. He managed to dis- 
cuss the first two without becoming uncon- 
ventional in his tribute to the martyted pres- 
ident, but when he got to talking about cour- 
age he couldn't help saying what he thought 
about labor unions, Gifford Pinchot, Aldrich, 
Cannon, and insurgency, and ‘winding. up 
with the flat statement that the / greatest 
president the United States ever had was— 
McKinley? No, Roosevelt 

“You have heard labor organizations se- 
verely criticised,” he said, taking up his dis- 
cussion of “courage.” But I want to call 
your attention to the fact that the founda- 
tion of labor unionism is sheer human cour- 
age. The man who is not aftaid to lay down 
his livelihood and walk out to starvation for 
an idea is a valuable citizen. 


Hard Words for Politicians. 

It our politicians were as little afraid of 
their jobs as our labor unionists we would 
have a detter government. We have poll- 
ticlans who are honorable in their family life 
and social life, but when it comes to politics | 
they do things which are shameful and dis- 
honest. They do it at the order of the organ- 
ization or boss, and do it for the sole reason 
that they are afraid of their jobs. 

„Therefore, regardless of the details of the 
affair, whatever may be the result after the 
sifting of ‘the evidence, let us give all praise 
to the former chief forester of the United 
States, who, rather than take part in a thing 
which to him seemed wrong, laid down his 
job and walked out. There is no more really 
popular man in the United States today than 
Gifford Pinchot.” 

Then, in the course of his address on the 
martyred president, the speaker handed a 
heavy, heated shot to ‘me present president, 
saying: 

That vast force 9 has grown up in 
the United States; that tremendous, almost 
supernatural power with which it has pleased 
the president of the ngtion in a measure to 
ally himself; that fofce we call in the house 
of representatives ‘ Cannonism.’. and in the 
senate of the United States ‘ Aldrichism,’ is 
based on humap cowardice and must pass. 


Praise for the Insurgénts. 

„But there is some human courage to be 
found this matter. It is to be found in 
those senators and representatives—and I 
regret that none of them is from Llinois— 
who have the manhood to stand up and pro; 
test. 

* do not know what your convictions may 
be, but for me there has never been a man 
who ever occupied the chair of president of 
the United States who graced it any more, 
who will have a higher place in history, than 
the man who, whatever may have been his 
faultse—and he had them and, unfortunately, 
did not know how to conceal them—the man 
who met everything face to, face, who was 
not afraid of massed money, nor of his or- 
ganization, nor ofany living thing Theodore 


The present ideal of governing this coun- 
try by commissions shows how fagit is drift- 
ing from the ideals of its forefathers.”

Opposed to Centralizing Power. 


Every step toward centralizing the powers 
of the government is another step away 
from the principles of the founders.: 

Here we have the most nearly perfect 
system of popular government that has 
ever been devised by man. The English 
constitution allows the powers ot the people 
to stop where the powers of the parliament 
begin. Behind our chief legislative bodies 
we have the Supreme court. Both houses 
of congress and the president may unani- 
mously concur in legisiation, but if it in- 
kringes on the constitutional rights of the 
people the Supreme court, disinterested and 
all powerful, will nullify it, 

“The lack of intelligence of the people in 
delegating its powers to commissions like 
the interstate commerce cominission is aa 
tonishing.”’ 

The prospects of Ireland in the near future 
asa field for commercial ret pcre were 
spoken of by John T. Keating.

* We have an ideal climate and abundant 
labor in Ireland,“ said Mr. Keating. There 
are large deposits of ccal, iron, lead, and 
copper, which at present lie unworked, be- 
cause no spur roads reach the fields.

In practically all these countries water- 
ways have attained a high standard of de- 
velopment. This is due both to the fostering 
care of the states or political subdivisions 
and to private enterprise. In Germany es- 
pecially, and, in fact, in all countries except 
England, the increase of water-borne traffic 
hes been marked. In Germany the increase 


im thirty years has been 3897 per cent, as 


against 114 per cent for Belgium, and 1045 
per cent in twenty-five years for the United 
States. 


Cause of G tneréasd. 
Te great increase in water-borne traffic in. 
Germany is due largely to the preponder- 
ance of free rivers. In 1876 the seven main 
rivers carried 60 per cent of the total traffic 
and in 1905 80 per eint. On the Rhine between 
Kehl and the Dutch frontier 43 per cent of 
the total traffic was carried, and on the Elbe 
detween Hamburg and the Austrian frontier 
24 per cent was carried. 

The total length of all waterways in Eng- 
‘land and Wales is 4,053 miles; France, ‘7,485 
miles; Germany, 5,200 miles; and Belgium, 
1,015 miles. There are 205 navigable streams 
in the United States, having a naVigable

The canals of all the European countries

which, with few exceptions, are of shallow 
Graft, the average depth being about six feet. 
In France the average annua! increase has 
been about 8 per cent. This is in marked con- 
‘trast to the record of canals of this country, 
which, except for a comparatively few ship 
‘ganals connecting the great lakes, show a de- 


| crease of 73 per cent from 1880 to 1906. This 
decrease is partially explained by the fact. 
‘that, since 1880. about 888 miles of canals have

The general policy of almost all European 
countries has been toward the development 
and improvement of their waterways, though 
of late years In a few instances projects al- 
ready adopted have been abandoned or prose- 
uted without assurance of early completion.

Helpless as Animal.

it now goes by the name of the Daylight, or 
Sunset, comet. 

Its appearance ig reported to have caused 
extreme terror among the Russian moujtks, 
who regard it as the precursor either of a 
great war in the far east or the end of the 
world. Warnings have been issued as to the 
effect it is likely to have upon the population 
of North Africa and India, but so far there 
ig no record that it has been seen there. 

British astronomers and at least one Amer- 
ican, Miss Mary tor, who now is making 
a lecture tour o Scotland, have had excel- 
lent opportunities of observation. The 
comet’s tall is esti to be 9,000,000 miles 


miles an hour. 
Brightest Comet Since 1888. 

Mr. Crommelin of Greenwich o 
describes the comet as the brightest seer 
since 1888. It has a conspicuous tail with 
a distinct dark streak running through the 
middle similar to the comet of 1874. 

As in the case of the great comet of 1878 
its curvature is on a small scale. Appar- 
ently it is about one twenty-fourth of the 
earth's distance, or something under = 
000 miles, from the sun, Its path is con- 
cave to the sun, and its orbit has been de- 
scribed by Sir Robert Ball as narrow and 
in the shape of a hairpin. 

The comet soon will eee to be visible in 
England. 

Walter Maunder of 00 thinks this 
particular comet never has been seen before, 
and may never be seen again, although ob- 
servations so far are not exact enough to 
determine whether its course is elliptical 
or parabolic. 

If ite course is elliptical it goes off on its 
long journey round the elongated course 
through the skies, and ,when it has gone 
around the other end ot the ellipse it comes 
back again along the other side, and once 
more makes its giddy whirl around the sun. 


May Go Off Into the Infinite, 


of the course stretches away so far from the 
sun that the comet, having come from no- 
where and passed around the sun, goes off 
again into the region of which even the as- 
tronomers know nothing. So it becomes lost 
to us, probably forever. It eventually gets 

a right of way beyond the limits of our solar 
5. and may enter another solar system 
in the infinite beyond. 


AMERICAN ARTIST DEFIES 
POWERS OF ALL THE ROMANS. 


Moses J. Ezekiel Says He Will Not De-

ROME, Jan. 9 . Egekiel, the well 
know sculptor from Virginia, has been given 
ten days in which to evacuate his magnificent 
studio in the Baths of Diocletian, which he 
has occupied for over thirty years. So well 
known is the studio that strangers of all 
nationalities do not, consider that they have 
known the Eternal city until they have seen 
it. The lower section of the studio proper is 
an immense room with a half cupola fifty 
feet above and lighted from one side. Half 
way up a platform has been bullt on whigh 
the sculptor works. 

The upper studio is cram full of pictures 
and statues. the work of distinguished friends 
all over the world, and of bronzes picked up 
when such things could be obtained in Rome. 
For instance, he has one fished out of the 
Tiber which evidently dates to before Christ. 

Here on Fridays the artist gives magnifi- 
cent musicals to half of Rome, and so popu- 
lar are they that no hostess dares to have 
Friday as a reception day. 

The baths are being evacuated for the pur- 
pose of isolating them and using them for 
a monster museum in 1911. Thus the above 
mentioned ten days’ notice. Ezekiel, how- 
ever, is sitting tight just to see what will 
happen. The ten days are already over, and 
profound silence reigns among the powers 
that be. 

The sculptor declares, and he usually 
means what he says, that he will not budge 
an inch, and if they so much as lay a finger 
on his new work of Maccabeus or anything 
else he will shoot them where ‘they stand. 
His friends are on tiptoe with excitement, and 
some take him so seriously that they im- 
plored him to be prudent.

POINTS TO ARMY’S POWER. 


Shouts and Cheers Are Aroused by 
Declaration. 


BERLIN, Jan. 29.—The reichetag was the 
scene of an angry demonstration of protest 
today, when in the course of a speech Herr 
von Oldenburg, a Conservative agrarian, de- 
clared “the German emperor as king of 
Prussia must have the right at any moment 
to order a Prussian lleutenant to come here 
and with ten men close the reichstag.”’ 

At the words all the members on the left 
side of the house rose to their feet protesting 
with shouts of montsrous!““ scandal!“ 
„ tmpudence!”’ and breach of the constitu- 
tion!“ 

The spectators joined in the uproar, which 
lasted for several minutes. Finally Herr 
Schrader, Liberal, made a formal prétest 
against Oldenburg’s remark, which he said 
constituted a grave insult to the reichstag 
and to the emperor and army. 


Conservatives Cheer Speech. 

The Conservatives, on the other hand, had 
greeted Oldenburs's words with thundering 
applause. 

Herr Singer, Socialist, speaking to a point 
of order, said he assumed that the president 
hai not heard Oldenburg's declaration, other- 
wise hg would have vindicated the honor of 
the reichstag. 

Prince Von Hohenlohe, who was presiding, 
admitted he had heard the words objected to, 
but said he understood the speaker as mean- 
ing only to indicate the degree to which mi- 
tary discipline most be carried. Oldenburg 
immediately confirmed this interpretation 
and added that he wished to show how in 
extreme cases discipline would be required 
of the army without regard to the constita-

JASSY, Roumania, Oct. 29.—I have already 


given vou an outline of the condition of the 


‘peasants in Roumania, especially so far as 
affected by legislation within the modern 


period. Today I have attempted to find out 


more about the results of iegisiation growing 


out of the labor troubles of the last two or 
three years. It seems that no satisfactory 
method of directly furnishing additional land 


ta the peasant has been devised, but there 


bave been enactments; having as their ob- 
ject the material improvement of his condi- 
tion. 

The first of these enactments has to deal 


with the relationship between the peasant | 


and the landlord. In fect, par! t has 
directly stated that the whole ~vestion is one 
which may be controlled only by the state, 
but to which the state itself cannot become a 
party. In short, that the recent trouble is 
one which directly oe the ent and 
the landlord. 

The state has attempted to 1 this 
intercourse. The result is the long list of 


categories of labor which I saw yesterday | 


in the notary’s office and which give the 
minimum wage for each category. The vio- 
latiomot this enactment is a misdemeanor. 
Thus t becomes an offense for a landlord to 
force a peasant to accept less than the rate 
of compensation which the law decides as toe 
minimum. 


Admit Violation of Law. 

As to the actual workings of the law, it is 
difficult to get direct information.. The offi- 
cialis admit that the Jaw is often violated 
and there is no way of getting at the offen- 
der because the landlord has made a bargain 
and the peasant, either willingly or through 
Agnorance of the law, accepts less than he is 
legally entitled to. The majority of the 
peasants can neither read nor write, and 
their economic condition le not such as to 
enable them to dictate terms. But more in- 
teresting than this is the provision of the 
law which places an obligation on the peas- 
ant himself to fulfill the terms of the contract. 
Thus, if he obligates himself to work for 4 
certain number of days or months, he may 


+ be compelled by law to fulfill the contract. 


providing, of course, that no less than the 
minimum wage is offered. The landlord still 
has a great hold on the peasant. 

The second interesting provision for the 
betterment of the sants is the establish- 
ment of a sort of land bank, the shares for 
which were oversubscribed. The direct ob- 
ject of this bank is to make it possible for the 
peasaht of limited means to extend his acre- 
age, or for those who have no land at all to 
obtain a.few acres. Branches of this bank 
exist here and there throughoy the country, 
and these branches buy tracts of land, say 
of one, tw6, or even five thousand acres. 
They sell it to the peasants on favorable 
terms, in small bits as may be required. 

Thus the peasant can buy, say, five acres, 
paying for it through twenty or thirty years’ 
time. How far thig will result in extending 
the acreage of the peasants it is too early yet 
to say. for the purchase of land on the part 
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that results sioner. are. noticea 
law. : ;

Ways of Would-Be. Gentlemen.

Big Cotton Mills. 


Shanghai is preparing to manufacture for 
the new China. It is putting up factories and 
foundries and starting all sorts of new M- 
dustries. It has silk filatures which are pro- 
ducing bales of raw silk for our American 
weavers, modern flour mills equipped with 
Milwaukee machinery, and a cigaret factory 
owned by the American tobacco trust, which 
employs more that 1,000 hands. 

It bas eight cotton mills with several hun- 
dred thousand spindlec, and some of which 
have 80.000 or [0,000 spindles in a single es- 
tablishment. In these mills over 30,000 Chi- 
hese men, women, and children are employed. 
and they are spinning and weaving cotton 
quite as well as in any of our American fac- 
tories. The most of them are managed by 
Chinese foremen and they give some idea 
of how the celestials expect to make their own 
cloth in the fture. ; 

During my stay here I have visited some 
of the biggest of the cotton factories, I 
went through the establishment of the Soy 


Chee Cotton Spinning company today. It 


lies on the Wham pua river, the branch of the 
Yangtse which gives Shanghai access to the 
sea, and it is so situated that the bales can 
be landed right at the mills and the goods 
shipped thousands of miles into the interior 
by means of the rivers, or to Japan or the 


United States. The suburb connected with 


it is known as Hongkew. This is a great 
factory center and its smokestacks dot the 
stream. running along its banks almost to 
the Yangtse. 


Children at Four Cents a Day. 


The buildings of the Soy Chee company 
cover several acres. They are gray brick 
and are shadowed by a smokestack which 
rises to the height of a twelve story flat. 
Entering them, I found over a thousand men, 
women, and children at work. I went through 
room after room filled with girls who were 
Weaving and spinning, and I saw 200 chil- 
dren tending the machines. Some of them 
were little higher than my waist and many 
did not reach to my shoylders. The smaller 
children . pulling skets filled with 
bobbins here and there about the rooms. 
The larger ones were tending the spinning 
mules, and all were working 3 that they

‘Children on Night Shift. 


This factory works day and night and there 
are quite as many children employed in the 
night shift as in the deytime. One thousand 
hands are always busy Sunday and week 
days, all the year through. Its chief product 
is cotton yarn for the domestic weavers. 
This is made up into bundles, which are then 
packed into bales of 400 pounds each and 
shipped all over the country. The yarn is 
woven into cloth on hand looms, and it sup- 
plies a large part of the clothing of the com- 
mon people. It comes into competition with 
the mills of India and Japan, and also with 
those which are now starting up in the other 
parts of China. 

I am told there are something like 300,000 
spindles now working upon such yarn at 
Shanghai, and also a large number at Ningpo 
and Soochow. There is one big mill at Hang- 
chow, one at Canton, and some at Hongkong, 
Wuchang, and Hankow. The labor is abund- 
ant and the people easily learn to handle the 
modern machinery. 

American Lighting Plant. 

The Chinese are rapidly introducing the 
better class of machines and their mills are 
already about as well equipped as our own. 
A great part of their machinery is imported 
from England, and only certain speciajties 
come from the United States. 

In one factory I found an American Nght 
plant with 6,000 electric lamps burning, and 
in another there were modern fire machines 
and the employers had a fire drill every week. 
In nearly every place the wages were as low 
or lower than those I have quoted, the high- 
est price paid the men being something like 
30 cents per aay. while a good everage wage 
was 8 or 10 cents. I found girls at work in 
all of the factories? and I know of none which 
does not employ children. 

At present a considerable portion of the 
cotton used in China is imported from 
abroad. We have the bulk of the Man- 
. Churian trade although Japan is doing its 
best to compete. The English sell the great- 
er part of the goods brought into the Yangtse 
Valley and south China, and the Germans 
are pushing their clothe everywhere. Within 
the last year or so, however, the Cninese 
Officials have been starting small factorics, 
in which hand looms are used. I saw some in 
Tientsin and other parts of H, and I 
am told that there are more than 15, 00. such 
looms now at work in tu.at province. 

China is doing all it can to improve ite 
native cotton. The officials are sending out 
men to study our cotton belt and our methods 
of cotton raising, and edicts have been issueri 
to encourage the growth of the crop in all 
the provinces. It is claimed that cotton will 
do wel in most par s of China. Much of the 
countr’ lies in the latitude of our southern 
states, and from { northwar.u there 


are rich plains which the experts say are 


fitted te cotton growing. With unscientific 
methods of cultivation the country d now 
producing something like 70 per cent of the 
raw material it uses. and if properly farmed 
the crop could be enormously increased. 


Native Cotton Is Mort. 
The native cotton is of a short staple. It. 
is brought here n 
Kiang and its tributaries, has Ne” 


basketwork bales the sise of a hogshead, 
The bales are opened in the cotton yards and 
the Unt is sometimes rebaled in packages of 
500 pounds for export to the United States 
and Europe. The nature of the native cotton 
makes it especially good for underwear, and 
gome of it is sent to the United States for 
that purpose. 

Our cotton factories should send their 
agents here to study the market. These 
people dress in cotton instead of silk, and the 
most of the cloth used is spun and reeled by 
hand and woven at home. 


Chinese Will Wear More Cotton. 


. With the new civilisation wages will rise 
and the Chinese will wear more cotton than 
ever before. At present it is safe to say 
that there are at least four hundred millions 
of them who dress in such goods all the year 
around. They wear only one or two thin 
garments in the summer, but in winter they 
have several suits well wadded to keep them- 
selves warm, and in the northern provinces 
they put on suit after suit as the weather 
grows colder. Indeed, some fleshy Chinese 
in full winter drese have trouble in getting 
through their own doorways. But even at 
one suit of twenty yards to each person per 
year the amount of cotton used is so great 
that at least 8,000,000,000 yarde are required, 

This amount is beyond comprehension. It 
would carpet a pathway sixty feet wide from 
the earth to the moon, or cover one more 
than twenty miles wide from New York to 
Chicago. Our total shipment of cotton goods 
to other countries is less than $33,000,000 a 
year, and all we send to Asia selis for less 
than 618.000 000. That which goes to China 
would scarcely patch the knees of the Celes- 
tials, let alone make their clothes, 


Standard Oj] Lights China. 


If our cotton interests could handle this 
market as the Standard Oll does, the ex- 
ports from our southern states might rup 
Into the hundreds of millions a year. 

The Standard Oil company has ite own 
, peonts iy all the. provinces, it ie. 
int ite business in every city. 
aso the of] was shipped here m iH ca 
is now brought in tank steamers which carry 
10,000 tons at a load. The vessels start from 
San Francisco and land at half a dozen dif- 
ferent. ports, where the oll is pumped out 
into great storage tanks. I found such tanks 
at Hankow, 900 miles up the Yangtse Kiang, 


of a pump. 

The tanks there hold tens of thousands 
of barrels. They have factories connected 
with them, where the tin plate is made into 
five gallon cans. These are filled with the 
oll and are distributed by the Yangtse and 
its tributaries. 

The stuff is economically handied, being 
sold in smaller and smaller packages as it 
gets farther away from the ports, and in 
some places almost by the spoonful. The 
Standard Oil company has tanks at Tientsin 
and Hongkong. It does by far the biggest 
oll business in China, although the Burmese, 
Russian, and Sumatra companies compete. 

Within the last year one of these latter 
companies has opened up a new ol} territory 
about 200 miles north of Peking. The aii 
is carried in cans on wheelbarrows over 100 
miles to a canal, and thence floated down 
to the capital. The wheelbarrow men go in 
earavans of fifty barrows each. They are 
paid something like 4 cents gold a day, and 
other labor is proportionately cheap. 


Tobacco Trust Busy. 


Another American institution which is 
doing a big business in China is the tobacco 
trust. It has its agents in all of the cities 
and has established several big factories. 
There is one at Shanghai which employs 
2.000 girls in making and packing cigarets. 
There is another at Mukden, and @ third at 
Hankow. Indeed, the Americans are chang- 
rom the Chinese from pipe smokers to cigaret 

ers, and machine made cigarets are 
to be bought as far west as Tibet. 

* business is done under the name of the 
British-American Tobacco company, and it 
has in ite employ both Britti h and American 

officers. The chief manager is an American, 
who lives here at Shanghai. He tells me the 
Chinese are a nation of tobacco smokers, 
and that they have been reising and using 
tobacco for over 300 years. The weed was 
introduced from Manila less than fifty years 
after Golumbus discovered America, and it 
has been in use ever since, although many 
of the Chinese emperors have repeatedly 
tried to wipe it out. 

Much tobacco 10 still smoked in pipes, two 
kinds of which are in use everywhere. One 
of these is a dry pipe, which may be of 
bamboo or clay or wood. Its bow! is smell 
and seldom holds more than a pinch of to- 
bacco. ‘The other pipe is a metal box filled 
with water.“through which the smoke is 
drawn before it enters the mouth. It hasa 
tube about a foot long, and this bends over 
at the mouthpiece. This pipe is usually made 
of copper and silver, or an alloy of copper, 
sinc, nickel, and iron. It is used by both 

d women, 
make cigarets ot corn husks 
and bamboo leaves. They also roll tobacco 
in bgown paper. Of late years, however, the 
rice paper cigaret has come into vogue, and 
it is used more and more every day by both 
men, women, and children. 


Strike of Tobacco Girls, 


One of the Americans 2 in the to- 
bacco factory at Shanghai tells me they had 
a big — the other day. A thousand- odd 
girlie left t he establishment and refused to 
return dere their grievance was seitied. 
The trouble, strange to say, came from a

king. His reign, it is predicted, will stand out 
in history as that dt a humanitarian. Leo- 
pold II., empire maker and palace builder, 
ignored the present happiness of individuals 
in his wide schemes for Belgian aggrandize- 
ment. King Albert looks first to individual 
“happiness, and regarde the improvement of 
the condition of the poor as his chief duty. 

As heir apparent his position was a dim- 
cult one, It speaks much for his diplomatic 
skill that he succeeded in putting many of 
his theories into practice without bringing 
down on himself the open wrath of King Leo- 
Dold. Much of the suocess he has achieved 
is due to the aid given to him by. his wife, 
Queen Elisabeth, who shares his opinions 
and joins in his work. 

King Albert has all the quiét determina- 
tion of a shy man. Up to the present, partly 
from inclination, partly because he was com- 
pelled to remain continually in the back- 
ground, he has lived the life of a student, 
almost that of a recluse. His shyness must 
be attributed to this. Doubtless, now that 
he is his own master and king, it will dis-

Queen Wins the People. 

Albert was married in 1900 to the Princess 
Elisabeth, duchess in Bavaria, daughter of 
Duke Karl Theodore, the famous oculis*, 
who performed hundreds of successful opera- 
tions on the poor. The gentle air of the prin- 
cess gained her the sympathy of the Belgian 
people the moment she entered the country; 
her innumerable acts of kindness and char- 
ity speedily won her their love, and when her 
Arat baby, Prince Leopold, was born, on Nov.

JEWS CONTROL IN PALESTINE 


Colonization Grows Under New 
Policy of the Turks. 


NATIVES ARE FORCED. OUT. 


Newcomers Monopolize Trade and 
Finance of Country.

LONDON, rong 19.—[Correspondence. ]— 
Dispatches from Jerusalem tell of remark- 
able strides made during the last few years 
in the repeopling of Palestine with Jews. 
The proclamation of the constitution in Tur- 
key threw open the doors of Palestine and 
led to an enormous influx of Jewish colonists, 
who are already settied on some of the best 
lands of the country. 

In Jerusalem alone four-fifths of the popu- 
lation how belongs to the Jewish faith. Large 
portions of land round Lake Tiberias have 
been bought up from poor natives and con- 
verted into prosperous farms. 

The plain of Sharon, between Jaffa and 
Lydda, is one vast garden, owned and tended 
by Jewish skill and labor. The Hauran, one 
of the most fertile wheat districts in the 
world, is gradually being sold to Jewish 
syndicates. | 


Colonies Widely Spread. 

Almost the whole of the extensive Pain 
of Esdraelon has been bought up by Jews. 
Their prosperous colonies spread from Dan 
to Beersheba, and even farther south to the 
outskirts of Egypt. Thousands are escaping 
from Persia to find shelter and protection in 
the Holy Land, while every ship from Odessa 
carries some of them. 

The Jordan valley, once the property ofthe 
ex-Bultan Abdul Hamid, is being eagerly 
sought after by Jewish capitalists. The 
Zionists, whose agents are distributed all 
over the land, are Duying up the rich proper- 
ties of the Mohammedan effendis, whose in- 
comes since the revolution have lessened. 


At Jaffa, Tiberias, Safed, and Haifa (Mount 


Carmel) Jews are reckoned by tens oi thou- 
sands. Towns MRe Ramoth-Gilead, Bethie- 
hem, Nazareth, and Gaza, where’a few years 
ago no Jew dared show his facé, have now 
their Jewish quarters and synagogues.

Finally, the commission discussed the dit. 
ferent relations between railways and water- 
ways. Military considerations have been 
much more carefully regarded in Europe, 
not only in the construction but in the man- 
agement of transportation lines, than in the 
United States. 

Railways are laid down to connect the 
center with the frontier, or, at any rate, are 
located with a view to the mobilization of 
troops and the carrying of supplies to places 
where they may be needed, and with a less 
uniform regard for serving great manufac- 
turing centers or populous cities. Water- 
ways are located mainly with a view to the 
development of trade all the time and to 
relieving the railroads in times of war. 


Protect Water Borne Traffic. 


Sedulous care is taken by most European 
countries for the 3 of inland water 
borne traffic against rallway 
In France this is — by enforcing 
waterways as against railways with the evi- 
dent intention of maintaining both methods 
of transportation. In a majority of the other 
countries in which water transportation 
reached its highest development the — 
wholly or partially belong to the state. This 
is true in Germany, Austria-Hungary, Hol- 
land, and Beligum. 

The governmental policy in these countries 
is to secure coSperation between railways and 
watérways by government supervision over 
railway rates, with a view to maintaining 
profitable traffic on the latter. 

The success of water transportation in 
Europe its often attributed to the fact that 
railroad rates are higher abroad than in the 
United States. Frequent errors have been 
made in the past in comparing he average 
rates per ton per mile, owing to the different 
methods of 4 traffic and ‘of determin-

In Belgium, for Instance, the cost of collec- 
tion and delivery is included in the ratiroad 
rate, while in England such freight as is car- 


carried by the. railroads directly: and the 
presence of large quantities of high grade 
traffic considerably increases the average 
rate per ton per mile. 


Length of Haul Greater. 


The average length of haul in this coun 
try is far greater than in Europe, owing, in 
some measure, to the smaller political divis- 
ions abroad. This tends to reduce the aver- 
age cost per mile in this country. A proper 
comparison must be between specific com- 
modities carried for specific distances, and 
under similar regulations as to the method 
of handling; and must take into account the 
comparative cost 13 1 of labor, 
amd also the eost ls used, in the 
two cgses. 

Moreover, the rafilroads of Durope realize 
a much larger share of revenue from

AID FOR PARIS. 

The Work of obtaining relief for dis- 
tressed Paris has been delegated to a 
company of Chicagoans who have hat- 
died such matters before. No doubt the 
responses to the appeal for aid will be 
prompt and substantial. Chicago has al- 
ways done its duty in such circumstances. 
Great as the distress is, however, in the 
inundated portions of the city and its 
suburbs, there is little doubt that the 
French government and the municipality 
of Paris itself will be able to provide for 
the immediate needs of the dispossessed 
inhabitants. 

The well known thrift of all classes of 
the French people, their remarkable re- 
cuperative powers, and their enterprise 
will be great e in restoring order 
and putting every one on his feet again. 
The chief problem the authorities wit! 
have to meet, after taking care of the 
homeless, is to provide against a recur- 
rence of the disaster. This will probably 
include an improved system of sewers 
built by modern methods of construction. 

Paris’ sewer system, which has even 
played a part more than once in French 
literature, is famous the world over, but 
it ‘wab built so many years ago that un- 
doubtedly more modern engineering 
science can do much to prevent danger of 
flood threatening the city in the future. 


GERMAN FOR THE GERMANS. 

The kaiser ts rigidly enforcing, so far as 
officialdom in Germany is concerned, a 
boycott against’ the use of foreign words 
from other languages. He insists that 
the German language contains, or should 
contain,

Yes, there can be no question 
that the state of mind of a sufferer must be looked to as one among 
other agents working either good or ill. A cheerful mind induces a 
mild state of excitation of the entire nervous system. This reacts 


upon the general circulation of the blood and consequently upon the 
nutritional processes throughout the organism. Hail them to the man 
and to the woman who can be cheerful even when sick! 

Hail again to the heaven born physician whose scientific medical 
education has not made him a mere diagnostician and an opinionated 
dispenser of drugs alone! 

It is easy enough for a physician to administer medicine in a 
spoon, or a stimulant through a-hypodermic needle, But how can be 
dispense the mental influence of which we.are thinking? He must 
put his configence in some fundamental laws which govern the action 
of the human mind. 

The iaw which I want to mention first is that which is expressed 
in the tendency of every idea, thought, emotion, etc., to express itself 
in some form of movement. Do you know that you cannot think of a 
word without starting to ay it? A great many people cannot hear a 


„vocal solo without themselves incipiently singing with the actual per- 


fédrmer. That is why so many people have a tired feeling in the 
throat after listening for several hours to a chorus. Then again 
many a person on the bleachers finds himself preparing to strike the 
ball when he is especially eager for a three bagger. 

Everybody is familiar with the way in which a feeling like that 
of vor or grief exprenses itself in the face, Some people become expert

Any one who 
reads it will discover that this young man is writing in earnest hove 
of having at least a tangle or two in his problem straightened out for 
him. But will any man of business experience—having no more than 
the outline of these tangles in geseral—dare, risk — advice m 
the hope that it can help him? 

And it is just here that for years 1 have been at sixes and sevens 
with those conventional preachers of success and of ways and means 
to that end, none of whom has more than a theoretical or doctrinal 
course to lay out for the questioner. 

Some time ago I was talking with a banker who had been deploring 
the influences which Wall street so long had been exerting on the 
finances of the country. Especially was he against those old, long 
thumbed securities which Wall street had been dealing in from time 
immemorial. He predicted that these half mythological bonds, securi- 
ties of many kinds and other evidences of money values which had 
been selling and reselling, year after year, must be thinned out. 


“Mow?” I asked. “By closer, Wey ot the banks through the 
growing influences of the clearing houses?’ 

“And how would you accomplish it that way?’ he retorted, using 
another question in answer. “ When seven bankers have seven 
shadings of values on a single lot of bonds, how would you arrive. 
at their true values?” i 

His answer is applicable in spirit to every . which this young 
man in his letter has asked me. Who is to answer a single one of 
his questions in concrete way when he has no knowledge of what kind 
of personality this young man is working for? Of what his work is? 
Of how he has been working? 

“Should results speak for themselves?” Certainly; but prov 
the employer can hear results! Thousands of men are deaf to 
their sound, and for 4 hundred reasons, perhaps. But what is a re 
sult? If a young man starts in as a bookkeeper and becomes the 
best bookkeeper in a city of a million population, not only is he likety 
to be kept at bookkeeping, but he will not be paid markedly above a 
bookkeeper’s salary. ;

critics by actors the epithet “a blob of scum.” In this felicitous phrase during his 
curtain epeeches he describes Mr. Dale, a New York reviewer, who, it seems, being not 
pleased with the way Mr. Irving and bis wife, Miss Hackney, performed Brieux's play, 
“The Amit.“ said so in the columns of his newspaper in a manver judged by Mr. 
Irving’s countryman, Mr. Max Beorbobm, a2 “vulgar and unjust end by Mr. Irving 
himself as foul and clammy.” _ 

As a consequence of these. remarks Mr. Irving is eriticleed both by those who like 
him and by those who like him not. Mr. Beerbohm in a pungent article on the affair 
suys that the actor crowned the critic with laurel aud that he thereby made a great 
mistake. He has examined with gloomy curiosity examples of the school of American 
criticism of which Mr. Dale is an exponent, and has for it no regard whatsoever. He 
believes awful vengeance should be done somehow, but in public denunciation he sees 
only profitable advertising for the critic and resultant increase in value to the journal 
which he adorns. Even if Mr. Irving had addressed the audience more in sorrow than 


in anger and had appealed to its equiline and star spangled sense of justice and chiv- 


airy Mr. Beerbohm thinks that no good would have been done. As it was, Mr. Irving 
was publicly snubbed by the management of the New York theater where first the 
speech was made, and has been set down as a peevish Englishman who resents the 
expression of an opinion of his art by a critic whose duty it is to express that opinion. 

In this matter we find ourselves in one of those infrequent moments when we 
doubt the omniscience of Mr. Beerbohm in regard to questions of the theater. If Mr. 
Dale's attack on Mr. Irving gave Mr. Irving business qualms, why should not Mr. 
Irving’s attack on Mr. Dale give Mr. Dale a similar discomfort? If Mr. Irving is hurt 
im his feelings and in his income by Mr. Dale’s denunciation, why should be not with 
perfect good judgment wound Mr. Dale in the same vital spots with an avenging 
rejoinder? There seems to be no good reason Why a dramatic reviewer should be like 
Lord Byron’s critic, hated yet caressed. The average actor, we should say, has made 
as profound a study of the art of criticism as the average critic has made of the art 
of acting, and in fairness to himself we think he should be allowed to review his 
reviewer, viciously or otherwise, as he sees fit. In case the length of the play will 
not permit extended remarks, there might be-sacrifice of an advertisement or two in 
the playbill so that the space could be utilized to print the actor's opinion. For in- 
stance: “Mr. Jones of the Journal u his review of my performance of ‘Mrs, Hop- 
per’s Hips’ says that I am not good. Mr. Jones ie a blob of scum.” Or: Mr. 
Jones of the Journal says that my acting is memorable, convincing, invaluable, sound, 
skillful, atmospheric, introspective, imaginative, powerful, graceful, charming, and 
effective. I felicitate Mr. Jones upon the sanity of his judgment and the happiness 
of his expression.” If the recital of the adventures of the actor's soul among master- 
pieces weresthus made available ¢o the audience there would be no need for that ocea- 
sional detriment to playgoing the theater orchestra. 

The plan might also add candor and sincerity to the characteristics of the player 
and manager. The cfitic is forced to tell what he thinks of an actor in public; the 
actor's idea of the critic is usually reserved for the semi-secrecy of an imbittered 
tote-a-tete. Among the subtle expedients adapted by one firm of managers to dismay 
a minor critic of Chicago with whom they are displeased is to put his name in the cast 
of all their attractions opposite a character of humiliating insignificance. Thus in Mr. 
Fa versham's “ Herod be is 4 Nubian Slave”; in Mr. Sam Bernard's The Girl and 


the Wizard” he is a “ Captain of the Guard.“ aiid in Mi. Forbes-Rébertson’s “ The 


Passing of the Third Floor Back” he reaches the supreme degradation of “A Voice 
from Without.” Mr. Lackaye, referring to a critic whose reviews of attractions ap- 
pearing at Mr. Hamlin’s Grand opera house seemed to him to be uncomfortably com- 
mendatory called him slyly, “ The Paid Piper of Hamlin.” Another writer who was 
not moved to laughter by one of Mr. Glen Macdonough’s librettos and who said so. was 
classified by Mr. Macdonough as “ an evergreen sprig of poison ivy.”

Baiting the Critic a Harmless Diversion.

Final contracts were awarded yesterday by 
Charles A. Comiskey for the erection of the 
new White Sox home between Wentworth 
and Shields avenues, Thirty-fourth and Thir- 
ty-fifth streets, which ie estimated to cost 
when completed more than $500,000 and whith 
is promised to be ready for occupancy by the 
first of July next. Work on it will begin to- 
morrow. 

The Wells Bros. company, which proved to 
be the successful bidder when the deal was 
closed late yesterday afternoon, announced 
its men would begin tomorrow morning to 
make the dirt fly at the new park and that it 
expected to deliver the plant in finished con- 
dition well in advance of the date fixed by the 
contract, barring unforeseen cataclyeme, 
whatever those are. 

The plans, which are only slightly modified 
from those originally prépared by Architect 

T. Davis, call for stands 
concrete and steel construc~ 
which will provide a seatinb 
capacity of 30,000, arranged in the form 
of a double decked grandstand, single 
decked pavilions, and bleachers, the pavilions 
being covered. The field is to be surrounded 
by a concrete wall and will be large enough 
to accommodate 10,000 or 15,000 more spec- 
tators with standing room without interfer- 
ing with the progress of a game. 

The total expense of the work already con- 
tracted for was announced to be between 
$325,000 and $850,000, the contract for the 
steel to be used already having been awarded 
to 88 W. Jackson, Inc. Part of the steel 
is to be delivered by March 1 and the rest of 
it is promised as rapidly as the Wells Bros. 
company, which has all the construction 
work in hand, can use it. 


Lot Cost Comiskey $102,000. 
The lot on which the White Sox are to bat- 
tle “for pemhants cost President Comiskey 
$102,000, and that sum, added to the cost of 
the improvements already provided for, will 
leave a margin of between $50,000 and $75,000 
for all the other expenses of grading, fur- 
niture, fixings, etc., before reaching the half 
million mark. The grading was finished last 
fall and the playing field can be put in shape 
in short order. 

The main grandstand, which is to be lo- 
cated at the corner of Thirty-fifth street and 
Shields avenue, facing northeast at practi- 
cally the same angle as the old stand at the 
present Sox park, is designed to seat 17,000 
persons and to provide a more liberal quan- 
tity of box and reserved seats than President 
Comiskey has had with which to accommo- 
date his patfons. The two pavilions are ex- 
pected to handle 6,000 people id the bleach- 
ers to take care of 7,000 more, 

The main stand will extend north and east 
from the southeast corner of the lot. At 
each end of the grandstand will be erected 
the covered pavilions, and on the east and 
north sides—in left, center, and right filelds— 
will be built the bleachers. 

Into the original plans have been intro- 
duced as many as possible of the best féa- 
tures of the other baseball plants of modern 
construction in St. Louis, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, and Pittsburg, and when its ap- 
pointments all are complete it is promised the 
White Sox home will be the best in the land 
because it will be possible to profit by the 
experience of other club owners in the build- 
ing way and to avoid mistakes in addition to 
improving on ideas already introduced. 


No Night Work Necessary. 

The contractors admit they will have to 
hustle to complete their task by the specified 
time, but delieve they can do it and to spare 
and have put their official signatures to a 


something more than the enmity of many 
thousands of baseball rooters if they fail to 
deliver. There is time, they say, to finish 
the job as specified under ordinary circum- 
stances without resorting to night shifts, and 
if unforeseen obstacles crop out there still 
will be the expedient of working night and 
day on it. 

Tomorrow will see the work of excavating 
started, and all the tools and paraphernalia 
will be assembled ready to proceed with the

Tenant May Need Time. 

The plant may not be wholly completed in 

time for the opening on account of the doubt 
surrounding the time required by the wreck- 
ing company, which now occupies the east- 
ern front of the lot, to vacate the premises, 
Its failure to secure a new location in time 
to move off before July 1 will not \nterfere 
with the playing of games, however, but may 
interfere with the completion of the right 
field bleachers and part of the pavilion along 
Thirty-fifth street. The space now under 
lease will not be required for the play = 
field, but a small portion of it will be requ 
for the completion of the eastern stands and 
fence, according to the plans contracted for. 
Eventually the entire completed plant will 
not occupy the whole of the city square, but 
will leave plenty of room for other.sport or 
‘a business block along the Wentworth ave- 
nue frontage. 
Before the signatures on the contract were 
dry plans already were being made for the 
laying of the corner tone of the new plant.

MATTER UP TO CONGRESS. 


Appr opriation of 650,000 Is Approved 
by the Chief Executive. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—[{Special.)—

ommendation made by President Taft be 
adopted by congress. The president’s recom- 
mendation was based upon a request made 
through the secretary of state by the Aus- 
trian ambassador.

Taft in this matter is shown by the fact 
that he has communicated his recommen- 
dation in a formal message to congress. 


Text of the Message. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: I 
transmit a report by the secretary of state, with 
accompanying papers, that the sum 
of $650,000 be appropriated by the congress to 
enable the United Staates to participate in the 
first international sporting and fields sports ex- 
position, which will open at Vienna in May, 1910,

Pardello wres- 
tled on the defensive and brought applause 
from the crowd by his fine exhibitions of 
bridging when a fall seemed inevitable. Time 
and again he wriggied and twisted from un- 
derneath the Frenchman's gigantic bulk and 
each time he did so De Rouen's anger rose. 
At last, after twenty-three minutes end for-

The Chicago 
Automobile club has been booked for June 25 
for the Cobe cup road race, notwithstanding 
the rumors thet it plans to make it a speed- 
way event rather than a road race. The Chi- 
cago Motor club is recognized twice, the first 
time being a date for the annual hill climb at 
Algonquin in August, and the second being 
the reliability in October. 


On the list there are dates assigned for 


twenty-two reliability runs, fifteen road 
races, fifteen hill climbs, and forty-five track 
meets. Of greatest importance on the cal 
endar are the road races, the list showing 
that all the classics will be renewed. Denver 
gets May 80; the Riverhead, L. I., meet will 
be June 1; the Cobe cup comes June : the 
road race at Grand Rapids, Mich., a new one, 
is set for the middle of July; Denver gets its 
gecond race, Sept. 5; the road racing carnival! 
at Lowell, Mass., aleo is on Labor day; the 
and Fairmount 
park at Philadelphia, Oct. & Savannah, Ge., 
is on the list with its American grand prix, 
but no time hat deen set. On the Pacific 
coast there will be six road races, all of them 
renewals of last year’s events.

TIGERS FOR FOOTBALL REFORM, 


Princeton Officials Make Suggestions 
fof the Betterment of Sport and 
the Lessening of Injuries. 


Princeton, N. J., Jan. 20.—[Special.}—The 
football authorities at Princeton. after an 
investigation conducted by J. H. Moffat, 00, 
into the causes football injurfes, have 
concluded that interference, first and second, 
the forward pass, have contributed more 
than anything else to injuries and that radi- 
cal changes are necessary. It was announced 


today just what recommendations will be | 


advocated by Princeton at the meeting of 
the rules committee on Feb. 4 in New York. 
The first proposal is that seven men shall 
stand upon the line of scrimmage when the 
ball ie enapped, and that three of the backs 
shall stand at least five yards behind the 
‘tne Further, that no player of the side 
having the ball shall pull, push, or hold on 
his feet the man running with the ball. 
The committee will advocate in regard to 
the forward pass thet “if this play is re- 
tained the ball may be passed at any point 
over the line, that only two men of the pass- 


er's side shall be eligible to receive it, and 


these two be the men on the ends of the line 
and that the pass must be caught or become 
dead. The most important change advocat- 
ed upon this play by this committee ig the 
enaction of a rule preventing opponents from 
intentionally interfering with the two men 
endeavoring to recover the pass.” 

The committee will likewise request that 
the five yard rule on the forward pase and 
quarter back run be abolished. It will be 
suggested also, in order that accidents by 
collision with the goal posts may be averted, 
that the uprights be erected six feet behing 
the goal line,

low estimate it takes ten players, regulars 
and casuals included, to make each tabie 
profitable giving an aggregate of 2,400,000 
players. 

The killing ot his first elephant has many 
thrills for the hunter, but to those regularly 
engaged in the ivory business it must be, to 
some extent, commonplace. W. Westendarp 
of Hamburg, Germany, one of the world’s 
leading ivory experts, is authority for the 
statement that as high as 65,000 elephants 
have been killed in a year co supply the ivory 
trade of the world. 

Most of the ivory comes from’ Africa, in 
what is known as the Zanzibar trade. Quar- 
terly sales are held in London and nearly all 
of the output ie bought privately. A good 
tusk yieids about three billiard balls. The 
balls now sell at $14 each, as against $8.50 in 
1892. While ivory has grown scarcer, the 
great improvement in composition balls has 
leasened thé demand for the real ivory arti- 
cle and tended to keep down the price. 

The odds and ends of the tusks resulting 
from the cutting for billiard balls in this 
country are reshipped to Europe and made 
inte various articles. 


Twelve Gues to Table. 


Roomkeepers figure at leust twelve cues to 
a table, making the number of cues in use run 
into the minions. The cues now are made 
mostly of Michigan maple and the output of 
the largest concern in thig country is 300,000 


a year. 

Most of the slate used for the beds comes 
from Vermont, a table 0x3 taking fifteen feet. 
The amount used every year would produce 
over forty miles of sidewalk. 

Most of the cloth used is made in Belgium, 
the average cost to cover a table being $20, 
and it takes from two to cloths a year 
for a well kept table.

Trains Must Be Kept Moving. 


In sharp contrast the “ Penna coaches,” 
with rear lights burning above the observa-

In all the movements of traina going out 
and coaches backing in it is essential that 
trains of all kinds be kept moving.

Before Days of Commission. 

An old time conductor on the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad. tells a story about 
James Guthrie. Mr. Guthrie, besides being 
secretary of the treasury under James 

«Buchanan, was also president of the Louls- 
Vine and Nashville and a resident of Louis- 
ville, 

In the early days of railroading there were 
no printed passes as at present—printed, al- 
beit they were d edly few and far between 
from what passes were once—and Mr. Guth-

O begin with, it Ia to be admitted that 
a college education makes for general 
culture; but at the same time, in get- 
ting it, the young man is apt to wacte 
a lot of valuable time. 

Facts show that the best young men of to- 
day are going into business or the technical 
professions, and since college presidents are 
not offering their lads any real work to door 
giving them courses of study which have ⸗ 
vital connection with the career they are 
likely to adopt, it is not at all remarkable 
to me that the most dificult problem these 
learned heads of institutions are called upon 
to solve is how to keep their young men from 
idling themselves or each other at football. 
It is not strange that boys should go in for 
sports which seem to them to haveand prob- 
ably do have a greater tonic effect upon minds 
and character than anything tlat goes on in 
the classrooms. 

It is a fact that the curriculum of the Amer- 
ican college was planned to meet conditions 
thet existed 100 years ago or more. but which 
bave passed away.

Official Census 
of Farm Animals 
By Hollis W. Field. 


FFICIALLY there are just 190,241,000 
farm animals on farms and ranges 
of the United States, worth, at the 
same official figures, just $5,138,486,000 
in cold, standard silyer dollars. 

We specify the standard silver dollar, not 
because it is worth any more than dollar 
bills at the United States treasury and the 
several sub-treasuries of the country, but 
because the men who own these farm ani- 
mals prefer the hard, jangling doliar to the 
effete paper currency of the cities. 

This reminds us that in these same cities 
are thousands of trolley-broke denizene who 
are going -to pull a long, puzzled face down- . 
ward and ask: 

„ What are ‘farm ahimals'? One of the 
vallerest ones I ever saw tried to bite me 
last summer. Do you mean to say that he's 
worth anything? ' 

No, we are not going to sprain your intellect 
“th any such nature faking. When the 
bureau of statistics.of your Uncle Samuel's 
official department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington started out to figure up the number 
of “farm animals” in the country, it de- 
cided to leave out the hired man, the dog, 
and the summer: boarder from the city. 5

Today an average mule is worth $119.84, . 
having increased $12 in value over 1000 bul- 
letins: the average horse is worth only 
$108.19, though he shows an uplift of $12.55 
in the same period. (I'm laying this empha- 
sis on the mule not alone because I, too, wae 
born in Missouri but because I've always 
felt that the lowly mule hasn't got the recog-

A 2% cent bottle of peroxide of hydrogen 
kept constantly upon our medicine shelf 
saves us many dollars yearly. A gargle of 
one part hydrogen totwo parts water, used at 
the first indication f swollen tonsils, invari- 
ably breaks up attacks of tonsilitis, and is 
said to be equally effective—although of this 
I have not personal knowledge—in checking 
diphtheria if an early stage. 

Gargle each mouthful three times before 
ejecting, and repeat hourly until the foamy 
condition when ejected (evidencing germ life) 
disappears. 

In preventing blood poisoning from fester- 
ing sores, or from wounds made by rusty 
nalis, etc., it is invaluable. 

Cleanse the affected part with hydrogen 
until it ceases to foam when applied, anoint 
with any preferred healing salve, and ban- 
Gage. Repeat saveral times daily,,as the 
case seems to require, giving each day (when 
the trouble is from festering sores), one tea- 
spoonful sulphur mixed with molasses, to 
purify the blood, with a mild cathartic every 
alternate day to remove the waste matter 
from the system.

“Whatever high opinion one may form of 


the merits of American education and up-

Meredith, the English novelist, and Elsi: 
Clews Parsons, the American sociologist, 
startled the world by advocating trial 
marriages as a solution of the divorce 

problem. 
Now two American judges, Justice 
Grane of Brooklyn, and Judge Vergil 8 
Reiter of the Lake county Superior court of Hammond. 
Ind., have ordered trial divorces as a solufion of the 
marriage problem. Judge Reiter granted what was 
called a “limited” divorce to Mrs. William Wohole of 
Hammond, to last for five years, after which she and 
her husband are to resume their married life if they 
desire. If during that period they should make up aud 
wish to remarry, they will have to wait until the five 

years have expired. 

At about the same time Justice Crane of Brooklyn or- 
dered Laura E. Herb and Franklin D. Herb to sepa- 
rate entirely fer the space of one year, and to let eaca 
other severely alone, after which he says they may 
want to live together again. . 

R * 


** Trial Separation the New Theory. 

In these two remarkable decisions the judges, i“ 
would seem, have replaced the ideas set forth by Mere- 
aith, who advocated letting à couple live together a 
few years with the chancé to separate then, by a new 
order, which commands that they live apart for a few 
years, with the chance of coming together again if they 
desire. Instead of “trying matrimony,” the young 
couples who have come to the divorce court are ad- 
vised to “try separation.” 7 

“I disapprove strongly of the present system.“ said 
Meredith at that time. “It is 3 A pair of 
young people come together. They really know noth- 
ing of each other. They think they are in love—a mere 
habit.

If each had. been made to give the other a: good 
long rest from the peculiarities of his other half, is 
it not possible that each would have come to consider 
that living together and planning for the future of the 
babies was the happiest thing in the world?

Judges Know Human Nature. 

At any rate the judges must have got their idea for 
this new ruling somewhere, call it a “vacation from 
marriage” or call it “trial divorce.” It does not take 
more than the ordinary observer of married couples to 
see that they have hit upon an infinitely more subtle 
analysis and an ¢ffective cure for the marriage unrest 
than even that wonderful psychologist, George Mer 
dith, gested.

“I don’t believe that you want to end your married 
life at all,” said Justice Crane. “All you need is a 
vacation. Tou are to live absolutely apart for one 
year. But there is to be no-diverce and no permanent 
decree of separation. Only a separation for one year, 
and no more,jand in that time you will give your 
love a chance to ‘rest up.“

Vacation What the Most Weed. 

“You see,” said the judge afterwards in explana- — 
tion of his remarkable decree, “they've been married 
eleven years and they are both nice young persons, and 
the only trouble is they're tired. They've no childrina 
and they ve been too much in each others society and 
they ve not had enough outside interests. They need 
to be away from each other for a year and then they 
will realize how much they need each other. When 
they get back home together they will get along bet- 
ter.” ; 

This would seem to be an effort to let the couple do 
exactly what Meredith wanted them to do—that is, to 
try each other and to decide from knowledge thus 
gained as to whether they would or would not continue 
to live together. 

On the face of it there are many things to the new 
separation scheme which make it promise better than 
the trial marriage idea. If it would take ten years for 
a couple to find out if they were compatible by living 
together, as Meredith said it would, it will take only 
from one to fiye years to find this out after they are 
separated, according to the rulings of the judges.

Public Opinion Offers No Objection. 


Best of all, the new idea does not run counter to pub- 
lic opinion At least it is accepted as the best way out 
of the evils of the divorce courts, judging from the fact 
that it is now several weeks since the first of the 
strange decisions was made and there has been n 
storm of protests such as followed the announcement of 
the first theory.

T is no Aladdin's vision of wealth that I 
shall conjure up, but the absolute facts 
as to how I came to discover the exist- 
ence of enormous accumulations of dere- 
lict moneys existing today in Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland and to which many per- 
sons in America are entitled. 

Personally I have been successful in 
restoring no less than $250,000 to the relatives of de- 
ceased persons, and a considerable number of the re- 
cipients of these windfalls I have located in America. 
In most cases’ I was enabled to discover their where- 
abouts by communicating with relatives whom they 
had left behind in Ireland and with whom they had 
kept up a correspondence. 

When I obtained a list of persons in Ireland in 
whose name British government stock known as 
“consols” was standing I set to work to trace the 
whereabouts of their next of kin. I might describe 
the qtiests as absolutely fascinating to one with gene- 
alogical tendencies. 

Before quoting figures I will relate a few exam- 
ples of these dormant fund adventures and the meth- 
ods I employed to secure information.

Accumulation Makes R Total. 

The first illustration is the case of John Holmes, 
Charleville, County Cork. 

All the data I had to go upon was the fact that 
he ceased to draw any dividends on the sum of £461 
10s. in June, 1815, consequently in 1896, when I under- 
took the quest, there s an accumulation of divi- 
dends, making the respectable total due to the lucky 
heir eomething in the neighborhood of £1,500, or 
$7,200.

- Diy had died somewhere about the same period that 


he ceased to draw dividends. I wrote to the parish 
priest of Charleville for information respecting John 
Holmes and received a letter from the father to the 
@ffect that John Holmes had been a captain in the 
focal county militia and that he had a son by name 
Dalkeith, according to the testimony of an old inhab- 
itant who remembered his father telling him. 

Thereupon I searched up the church - records, 
copies. of which are kept in the courts in Dublin, and 
found that in 1795 there had been a son Dalkeith 
born to John and Margaret Holmes. 
Tue next step was to establish the deaths of the 
father and mother, for you must prove deaths as well 
as birthe to make good all claims to derelict funds. 
To do this I crossed over to London and obtained 
permission to search the regimental pay sheet records 
which are preserved in the war office in London. By 
following these documents I traced Capt. John Holmes 
to Waterford in the year 1817. On one pay sheet was 
‘written in faint red ink, “ Deceased.” Searches in the 
parish church records established the fact of his 
burial at Waterfotd, where I found that his widow 
also was interrej some three years later.

Then followed a weary wade through army rec- 


ords until I unearthed Ensign Dalkeith Holmes on 
the pay roll of an Irish regiment in 1814. His troop 
took part in the battle of Waterlod, after which they 
marched to Paris. Then Dalkeith disappeared en- 
tirely. By obtaining lists of the killed and wounded 
I established the fact to my satisfaction that he had 
mot met his fate in that manner. 


Next I searched all the death records in the Brit- 


ish isles to find some trace of his death, but in vain. 
The wills and administrations in Somerset house in 
London also yielded no results. After over a year’s 
work on the case, which I had almost given up as 
I crossed over to Paris, and in searching 
the wills of British persons who had died there. I 
eame across the will of Dalkeith Holmes, filed in 1870. 
Trembling with excitement, I applied for permis- 
mon to inspect a copy of the document It was «a 
model of brevity: 
“TI leave everything that I possess to my only 
daughter, Mary Anne Augusta Holmes.” 


Mx next step was to consult the Paris directory,

To show you how dormant even the deposit of a 
living stockholder may be in the old country, I knew 
of a butcher who had $50,000 for thirty yeare on de- 
posit and during the entire period had never drawn a 
dividend. Figure out what he lost by the transac- 
tion. That is ten years ago, and he may be living to- 

. Why so much money lies unclaimed‘ is because 
there is no law compelling publicity of dormant funds. 
Thousands live and die without ever realizing ‘their 
legal inheritances. 

A change of address will often cause a fund to 
become unclaimed. I knew of one case in which the 
probate of a will was marked no effects by a dank 
official who hadn't troubled to see if the stockholder 
might have had an account under another address.

Carelessness Cosily to the Heirs. 

Again, Miss Mary Smith, spinster, has an account.

Infest Camp Grounds. 

We were told to avoid old camping grounds 
while on “‘ safare,” because these spots were 
usually much infested with ticks waiting for 
new camping parties. Wild game is always 
covered with ticks and carries them all over 
the land. As you walk through the grass 
in the game country the ticke cling to your 
clothes and immediately seek for an opening 
where they may establish closer relations 
with you. Some animals, like the rhino and 
the eland, have tick birds that sit upon their 
backs and eat the ticks. The egrets police 
the eland and capture all predatory ticks, 
while the rhino usually has half a dozen 
little tick birds sitting upon him. 

However, we are starting out in a day or 
so, and in a few days may learn a lot more 
about ticks than we now know. 

It is supposed to require a certain amount 
of nerve to go lion shooting. It is also sup- 
posed to require an additional amount to face 
an angry rhino or to attempt to get African 
buffalo. The last named creature isa vindic- 
tive, crafty beast that is feared by old African 
hunters more than they fear any other ani- 
mal. In

nerves @ thorough test before going out with 
them.

He took off 
one of his heavy hunting boots and cast it 
overboard. The balloon arose a foot or two 
and then sagged back to earth. Then the 
other boot was cast over and the balloon rose 
several feet, swaying and whipping savage- 
ly over the heads of the crowd. The wind 
was now blowing pretty hard, and when the 
wire was run out the balloon started almost 
horizontally for the. nearest tree, rising 
slightly, 

The wire was stopped at once and the bal- 
loon thus suddenly restrained, changed its 
horizontal course to an upward one. At 
about sixty feet up the wire was again paid 
out and the balloon made a dash for the trees 
again. ‘Once more the balloon was stopped 
and roge to a height of 150 feet, where it 
swayed about with the pleasant face of 
Stephenson looking over the edge of the.

The ascension seemed 
a fallure with the handicap of 230 pounds, 
and so; the balloon was reeled down to the 
earth @gain.

As a result of amnesty granted immediate- 
ly after the general strike and the manifesto 
of Oct. 17, 1905, he was allowed to return to 
Russia. Immediately on his return he began 
to publish Byloyef which was a great 
Bouree of trouble to the government and 
finally was suppre by the censorship in 
1907, after existing about two years. 

Unable to endure any longer the repressive 
measures of the government, and knowing 
that if he should remain in Russia he would 
be exiled, he went back to Paris again, where 
he has remained ever since as a sort of expert 
spy upon spies. As a result of his labors 
Azeff and Kazimer Brzozowskli, a well known 
Polish writer, were exposed.

All these things, with a marginal then- 
some, were to be witnessed in a certain lec- 
ture room of Cobb hall, University of Chi- 
cago, 

Coeds of the uni- 
versity were preparing for the first offering 
of rea} -suftnagette dramatics in the history of 
Chicago. 

On Feb. 11, in Mandel hall, a comedy en- 
titled How the vote Was Won will be 
enagted by "coeds, assisted by a few of-the 
mere sex. The play will be preceded by a 
suffragette minstrel show, with a company of 
forty girls. 

There is a real, serious purpose underlying 
the flutters of fun and frivolity in conrfection 
with this coming show. The girls who are to 
appear in the entertainment, as well as the 
women who are its patronesses, intend to 
strike a telling blow for the cause by this 
riot of color, music, and laughter. They 
Armly believe that brute man can better be 
overwhelmed and rusned to a state of reason 
by this sugar wrapped method than if they 
chained themselves to the Clark street en- 


trance of the county building and de fied: the, 


police and the cold winds. 

Two inconspicuous strangers from the loop 
district. slunk into the place of rehearsal 
Thursday night. They soon found them- 
selves fastened and spellbound more effectu- 
ally. than if they had been locked with regu- 
Jar iron suffragette bracelets. It wasn’ 2 
spectacular brilliance of the rehearsal or t 
superior: declamation of the lines that held 
them.

Miss Harriett Grim, graduate coed and of- 
ficial organizer of the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
association, was the busiest person on the 
floor. Miss Grim is known as the most ener- 
getic advocate of ballot equality in the uni- 
versity hotbed of suffragism. However, she 
displays her dramatic ability in.“ How the 
Vote Was Won dy impersonating: the an- 
tithesis of the suffragette type. She enacts 
the part of the meek and man worshiping 
wife of a hard headed foe of feminine prog- 
ress. 

During the Thursday night rehearsal] Miss 
Grim accomplished a see-saw of activity. One 
minute she was on the stage with bowed 
head and clasped hands, bending to her lord 
and master and affirming that man is the 
noblest of God's creatures. In a brief period 
she was rushing around the room, hustling 
laggard actors to the front and making light- 
ning decisions concerning the business ar-

Emile Remazérs First Case. 


Case No. 1 was that of Emile Remmers. 
Emile was a young Belgian-Frenchman who 
landed in Chicago from Montreal, Canada, in 
Feb , 1908, with two revolvers in his 
pockets, the gift of his stepfather, who knew 
that Chicago was a bad place to bein. Two 
hights later two masked men attacked Emile, 


threw him down, and proceeded to rob him, 
‘and Emile used his guns. One of the men 


was hurt. A plain clothes officer ran up and 
Emile mistook him for a third assailant, 
When the fight and subsequent court pro- 
ceedings were over Emile found himself on 


the way to the bridewell, sentenced to work 


out a fine of $147 at the rate of 50 cents a 
day. . 

Nine months later Emile came out, and the 
Parting of the Ways Home was the only shel- 
ter the world held forth. He came down 
and McBride set him to work along with 
himself in getting the house in order. Me- 
Bride kept the boy a week. At the end of 
that time he had a place for him as store- 
keeper in a hotel in Memphis, Tenn. Here 
is the letter that Emile wrote a few days 
later: „ 

“Mr. McBride, 26 Nov, 1009, Memphis, 
Tenn.: Everything all right. I guess that 
1 do that storekeeper work easy. But I have 
to lern a little short thine [time]. I hope 
that you have very match ptother fellows 
out Breydvwel.” 

Emile wasn't particularly strong on or- 
thography, but he was full of gratitude, and 
his ease is beautifully Uluminative, for the 
state of IMinois had spent enough on Emile, 
in arresting,

for a month! And for the month of Decem- 
ber, the first full month of the-institution's 
work, fifty-six cases were taken care of!

Expenses for One Month. 

The expenses of the home for this period 
were $248.28. Forty-one positions were se- 
cured, and seven men secured work for them- 
selves. Four men were able to repay the 
home within a few days, a total of $9.50 being 
paid in by men-who came in voluntarily and 
paid for the medis and lodging that had been 
given them.

Evidently the signs have helped, for neither 
profanity nor dirt is to be found in the place. 

One thing we do need her and must have, 
and that's old clothes for these men, says 
McBride. ‘“‘ We have got to outfit them from 
head to toes most of the time. They come 
here with their feet sticking out of their shoes 
and with little or no underwear. We mist 
have shoes and clothes for them.“ 

This gives every citizen in Chicago a chance 
to help the Parting of the Ways; for there 
are few clothes closets in which do not repose 
one or more articles which are needed every 
day at the home; and the address is easy to 
remember—R. H. McBride, Twenty-second 
and Clark streets. 

In all 110 cases have been handled in the 
first ten weeks of the home’s existence. The 
record of each is kept in an envelope, and 
every one of these envelopes contains ma- 
terial for stories that would touch the heart 
ofa man of stone. 
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One Who Would Make Good. 

Take the case of Frank Sheehan, case No. 
2. Sheehan is an assumed name, for the boy 
he is only 21—has a mother in Washington, 
D. C., whom he did not wish to know that he 
had been sent to the House of Correction. 
Sheehan came to the home on Dec, 18 after 
a long sentence. He went to work on the 16th 
for a dairyman. He was in no shapeto work, 
but he had promised McBride he would make 
good, and as he said: I would have died 
doing it. An old internal injury sent the boy 
to the county hospital, where hé is to be oper- 
ated on. Then he told McBride his story, and 
confided to him his mother’s name and ad- 
dress.

There ts more than ons reason for this un- 
fortunate lad to make good. During his stay 
at the hospital he has fallen in love with one 
of the nurses, and she with him.

This is only one sample of the stories of 
the kind of men that the Parting of the Ways 
home is trying to help.

Western 50 have decided to abolish 
the practice of granting half rates for re- 
turned shipments of defective or 
A#oods or unsold stocks. An administrative 
ruling of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion recently issued was unfavorable to the 
practice. Rates on returned shipments will 
be made the same as on the original ship- 
= except in the case of empty carriers. 

The change was decided upon at the semi- 
annual meeting of the western classification 
committee at San Antonio, and will be pro- 
vided for in the new issue of the western 
classification, which takes effect on July 1. 
It has aroused the vigorous opposition of the 
shipping interests, who declare that a neces- 
= privilege hae been taken away ‘from 

em. 

A committee of seven members of the Na- 
tional. Industrial Traffic league, the shippers’ 
organization, is at work endeavoring to 
formulate a set of. rules. providing for re- 
duced rates on returned shipments in some 
cases, which will be submitted to tne car- 
riers and to the commission for approval. 

Among the principal commodities on which 
the return rates no longer will be made are: 
Photographic negatives, cash registers, ar- 
mature cores, electric bulbs, spoiled beer, 
electrotype and stereotype plates, bililard 
tables and slates, cartridges and shells, talk- 
ing machine records, agricultural) imple- 
ments and vehicles, and windmilis and parte. 


Leave Summer Fares Unchanged. 

After four days of wrangling over the basis 
of reduced rates for special .excursions and 
conventions on the Pacific coast for the com- 
ing season, the members of the Transconti- 
nental Passenger association have adjourned 
3 making any ana from last year’s 

ares. 

The summer tourist rate to the coast will 
remain at 572.50 for the round trip from 
Chicago, in spite of efforts to advance it to 
$75. The rates from Chicago for the large 
number of conventions on the coast will be 
$62.50, which was the fare for the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific exposition last summer. No 
change was made in homeseekers and colo- 
nist rates.

MORGAN TAKES HONDURAS DEBT 


American Syndicate to ‘to Refund Obliga- 
tions Which May Reach $100,000,- 
000—Protectorate Will Follow. 


Washington, Jan. 29.—[Special.}—An Amer- 
lean syndicate, headed, it is understood, by 
J. P. Morgan, ts preparing to refund the debt 
of Honduras. The financing process is being 
directed by the state department, and when 
it has been concluded will result in the estab- 
lishment of a financial protectorate over the 4 
republic similar to the one now existing in 
Santo Domingo. 

It is believed that this move will promote 
peace and tranquillity in Honduras and tend 
to lessen the outbreaks in Central America. 
It will bring an extension of the influence of [ 
“the United States in that quarter. 

It is understood that the state department 
has under consideration plans for interven- 
tion in other republics in the interest of pro- 
viding stability of government, Incidentally 
the refunding operations will be beneficial to 
American capitalists. 

The Honduran debt aggregates something 
more than $100,000,000. For the large amount 
of bonds outstanding only $10,000,000 or $12,- 
000.000 cash was given, it is stated. Practi- 
cally all of these bonds are held by British 

pjects. The Honduran government has 
bhd difficulty in meeting the interest on its 
heavy obligation. Recently a proposition 
was made to refund the debt, reduce it toa 
reasonable point, and give as security liens 
upon certain public utijities in the cities of 
Honduras. The idea was to pay off the debt 
gradually. 

The state department heard of these plans, 
and Secretary Knox, who has a keen eye 
for advanci material welfare of Amer- 
icans in foreign lands, opened negotiations 
to have the new bonds floated by American

the west end of the merchandise building, 
nine stories high, to conform with the height 
of the main structure. 

These additional stories will give the com- 
pany 300,000 more square feet of floor space, 
and will give to the complete merchandise 
building a total floor area of over 2,060,000 
square feet, making it the largest building of 
its kind in the world. 

It will have a frontage of 1,200 feet, with 
a depth of 310 feet, and, independent of the 
courts and space used for railway trackage 
into the building, will have nearly forty-six 
acres of floor space. 

The plans were prepared by Architects 
Nimmons & Fellows, who designed the orig- 
inal plant, Work is to begin March 1, and 
it Is expected to have the building completed 
by July 1. 

An interesting feature of the work will be 
that all the material used in the construction 
will be handled through the series of tunnels 
underneath the plant, thus preventing any 
interrupticn of business in the two annexes. 
These tunnels have a length of about 3 000 
feet, and are used for heating pipes, plumb- 
ing, pneumatio tubes, electric wiring, and 
also are used in the disposal of refuse from 
the business of the company. Some of them 
are so large that they are used by employés 
in passing from one building to others in in- 
clerrent weather. 

Each of the two annex buildings is 233 
feet long and 115 feet wide. with a space be- 
tween, occupied by the railroad station with 
four tracks. This is under roof and has ac- 
commodation for forty cars. 

This addition follows the recent completion 
of a large addition to the printing bullding 
of the company and indicates with what 
rapidity the business of the company is grow- 
ing. The original plant was completed less 
than four years ago, and it was thought to 
be large enough to meet the requirements of 
the company for many years to come. 

It comprised four butidings; the merchan- 
dise building, the administration bu‘Ming, 
the printing building, and the power plant, 
and its cost was in excess of $5,000,000. With 
the new printing building and the proposed 
addition to the two annexes the entire plant 
will have a floor area of over 3,000,000 square 
feet, or approximately séventy acres. 

Negotiations for the sale of the Twenty- 
third street and Archer avenue property of 
the Western Stcne company for 3188. 000 are 
said to be concluded, and an announcement 
to this effect is expected within a short time. 
The property comprises a frontage of 2 
feet on Grove street, with a depth of 275 feet 
and a frontage of 210 feet on the river. The 
property comprises altogether about 67 800 
square feet. The company now is using the 
property for stone yard purposes, 

J. A, Spoor and Arthur L. Leonard, trus- 
tees of the Central Manufacturing district, 
have closed a contract with the Boynton 
Wool Scouring company by which the latter 
will occupy a new plant on Iron street near 
Thirty-fifth street. 

The lot is 180700 feet, with a dock front- 
tage of 130 feet. and the trustees plan to erect 
on the river side of the property a three 
story warehouse containing 40,000 square feet 
of floor space and a three story building for 
machinery and storage sixty feet wide and 
200 feet long, running west from the ware- 
house to Iron street. A one story power 
plant also will be erected. The improvements 
are expected to cost about $75,000. 

Kiger Bros., manufacturers of telt hats. 
are reported to have in contemphation the 
construction of a large factory bulleing on 
a plot of ground 150x130 feet in Pearson 
street, 100 feet west of the lake, facing the 
Chicago avenue waterworks park. The com- 
nanv was reported several months ago as 
planning the construction of a building of 
this okaracter on the west side, but it is said 
to have abandoned this project for the north 
side one. 

It is planned to have the new building 
eight stories high. The cast probably will be 
$225,000. 

Greenebaum Sons have made two leases 
aggregating $25,000, at 5 per cent, to Nathan 
T. Brenner, secured by the three story and 
basement apartment building, containing fit- 
teen flats, at the northwest corner of Claren- 
don avenue and Crescent placé, with 100x111 
feet of ground. 

An addition to Deaconess hospital, at the 
northwest corner of Haddon avenue and 
Leavitt streét, to cost about $75.000. is 
planned.

Records of Operations for 1909 Indi- 


cate Increase of 41 Per Cent 
Over 1908. 


Building operations for 1909 show a hand- 
some gain over 1908. Permits were taken out 
in fifty-nine of the principal cities of the 
country during 1900 for the construction of 
190.664 buildings, involving a total cost of 


$716,458,442, as against 166,151 buildings ag- 


gregating in cost 3508.44.00 for 1908, an 
increase of 24,518 buildings and $208,004,036, 
or 41 per cent, according to official reports to 
Construction News. 

The year just closed has probably been the 
most satisfactory in building in this country 
because of the high totals attained in almost 
every big city in which anything of im- 
portance is going on. Not that the increases 
were so large in any one particular city, but 
that they were in a way so uniform through- 
out the entire list, only seven cities im the 


entire list showing decreases. 


These decreases were mostly in the south 
and in cities which have not been contribut- 
ing as a regular thing to the totals, and it 
is hardly fair. to make any comparisons to 
their disadvantage inasmuch as they are all 
prosperous and growing communities and 
have maybe, in some instandes, in the recent 
past excelled the totals for the year just 
closed. The decreases were, in Mobile, 31 


per cent; Terre Haute, 30; Stockton, Cal., / 


24; New Orleans, 10; Oakland, 9; Birmingham 


and Chattanooga, 8 per cent each.
